Easter Pilgrims at tho Jordan. 

Tho earliest scene of tho immersion 
was in the Jordan. That rushing river, 
the one rivor of Palostine, found at last 
its tit purpose. Although no details are 
given of tho external parts of the cere- 
mony, a lively notion may bo formed of 
thu transaction by the scene which now 
takes place at tho bathing of the pil- 
grims at Easter. Their approach to the 
spot is by night. Above is tho bright 
Paschal moon, before thorn moves a 
bright dare of torches, on each side huge 
watch tires break the darkness of tho 
night and act as beacons for the success- 
ive descents of tho road. Tho aun 
breaks over the eastern hills as the head 
ui the cavalcade reaches the banks of tho 
■ Ionian. The sacred rivor rushes through 
its thicket of tamarisk, poplar, willow 
ami ugnus-castors with rapid eddies, and 
of a turbid, yellow color, like tho Tiber 
at Koine, and about as broad. They dis- 
mount and set to work to perform their 
bath; most, iu the open space, some 
further up among the thickets; some 
plunging in naked; most, however, with 
white dresses, which they bring with 
them, and which, having been so used, 
lire kept for their winding sheets. Most 
of the bathers keep within the shelter 
of the bunk, where the water is about 
four feet iu depth, though with alxittom 
of very deep mini. The Coptic pilgrims 
ate i ii ti< ni-.Iv distinguished from the 
u-sl b\ ilic In, Illness with which they 
diu't into the main cm rent, striking the 
water after their fashion alternately with 
their two arms and playing with the ed- 
dies, v. Iiie.ii hurry them down and across 
as it they were in the cataracts of their 
own Nile; crushing through thu thick 
bough- ot the jungles which on the east- 
ern b [ok i it the stream intercept thoir 
pro and reeroismg the river high- 

er up where they eau wade, assisted by 
long poles which they have cut from the 
Opposite thickets. It is remarkable, 
considering the mixed assemblage of 
men aud women in such a scene, that 
there is so little appearance of levity or 
indecorum, A primitive domestic char- 
acter pervades in a singular form the 
whole transaction. Tho families who 
have come on their single mule or camel 
now bathe together with the utmost 
gravity, the father receiving from tho 
mother the infant, which has been 
brought to receive the ono immersion 
which will suffice for the Vest of its life, 
and thus, by a curious economy of re- 
sources, save it from the expense and 
danger of a future pilgrimugo in after 
years. In about two hours the shores 
are cleared; with the sumo quiet they 
remount their camels and horses, and, 
before the noon-day heat has set hi, ore 
again encamped on tho upper plain of 
Jericho, (lin e more they may be Been 
at tho dead of night; tho drum again 
waki s them for their homeward march. 
The torches again go on before; behind 
follows the vast multitude, mounted, 
passing in profound silence over that 
silent plain; so silont that, but for tho 
tinkling of the drum, its departure would 
hardly be pereoptible. — Stanley's Chris- 
tian Institutions.

Tuesday, Nov. 29. 
ukino in possession of an intoxicant. 

Jimmy Chickens, an Indian, was charg- 
ed with having an intoxicant in his pos- 
session contrary to law. 

Officer Speed stated tho circumstances 
of tho case, which were that the prisoner 
had the bottle of gin on his person at the 
time ho wus arrested on the Esquimalt 
road. 

Prisoner said ho was drunk at the time 
and did not know whether he had the 
bottlo or not. Ho was drunk at the time. 

Supt. O'Connor could not givo the pris- 
oner a good charactor. Ho was a trouble- 
Home Indian and was so well known in 
court that it was unnecessary to search 
tho records. 

As there was no corroborative evidence 
Hia Honor dismissod the caso. 

TUB CUBIC PEKT BYLAW. 

The Grin of Kwong Lee & Co. was 
charged with an infraction of tho sanitary 
bylaw by allowing eight persons to oc- 
cupy a room with Iobs than 384 cubic feet 
of space for each person. 

Mr. A. E. B. Pavio appeared for tho 
defonce and stated that the information 
must be amended so as to charge either 
tho firm of Kwong Lee & Co. or tho mana- 
ger of tho property. Lung Koe. A dual 
information could not be entertained. Ho 
further stated that there was a bona JiJe 
defence in this case, as Lung Kee had 
routed tho room to ono porson only with 
a strict caution that no more people should 
bo allowed into the room than tho law ad- 
mittod and had no knowledge nf the al- 
leged infraction. 

Thia particular caso was remanded fur 
ono day in order that the city barrister 
could be consulted. 

Tho next ciso brought oh was against 
Liin Sam, of Hong Lee & Co., who was 
charged with allowing a room in his store 
on Cormorant street to bo occupied by 24 
people and not having 384 foot of cubic air 
to each person. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davie appeared For the 
defence. 

Sergeant Bloomtield deposed to tho fact 
of this number of persons occupying the 
room in question, which was upstairs; the 
"J4 pooplo wore sleeping in it shortly af- 
ter 3 o clock a. in. ; tho defendant, Lim 
Sam occupied tho house and slept in one 
of tho lowor rooms; he could not say he 
alopt in the houso that night. 

To Mr, Davio — Tho store belonged to 
the defendant so far as witnoss.knew. 

To the court.— The ;room was- 50 ft. by 
20 ft. and 8 ft. high; 8433 feet 'in all tak- 
ing in tho fractional portion of width. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davio horo remarked that 
tho room should bo accurately measured 
in order to obtain the exact cubical con- 
tents. 

His Honor said that the sanitary officer 
had a vory disagreeable duty to perform, 
and as this was tho first case of the kind 
that had come boforo him ho was wil- 
ing that every opportunity should be giv- 
en the defence. 

Mr. Davie romarked that defendant's 
partner had instructed him that several 
of the mon who Dlopt there on the night in 
question had oomo down from tho river 
tho previous evening and left tho follow- 
ing morning by the Btoamer Eureka, 

Officer Hough corroborated tho evidence 
of Sergeant Bloomfield with regard to tho 
number of mon sloeping in the room and 
ita dimensions; tho room was eight feet 
high to the roof in tho centre; tho men 
were sleeping principally on the floor. 

Officer Flowin's evidence was similar to 
that cf tho two last witnesses. 

Mr. Davio said that there was no ovid- 
once of defendant's knowledge that the 24 
Ohinamon occupied tho upstairs apartment. 
Tho bylaw made him responsible only for 
knowingly suffering an excessive number 
to occupy a room. It was consistent with 
tho evidonco that ho did not know tho 
Chinamen were there at all or had given 
directions that only a number allowed by 
tho bylaw should be allowod. There was 
no evidence of guilty knowledge. Inas- 
much as tho required space was 9'Jlt3 feet 
and the officers admitted there wore 8433. 
The apartment should be accurately meas- 
ured. 

His Honor reserved judgment on tho 
question of guilty knowledge and direct- 
ed the caso to stand over for ono day. 
Dofendants in tho meantime to have the 
room measured by a surveyor in tho pres- 
ence of tho polico. 

Tho other caaos, several in number, 
were remanded for a day.

EUROPE. 

Dlrlin, Nov. !20. — Outrages are 
breaking out again ami prospects for 
the winter discouraging. 

An explosion in a colliery belonging 
to Lord Granville killed live persons. 

Several arrests have been made un- 
der the coeroion act near Limerick, in- 
cluding a solicitor charged with intimi- 
dating tent payers, 

Magistrates of this county approve 
the government's policy. 

Reports from Claremorris state that 
a most wonderful cure was effected 
Sunday. A man of Kenmar, an in- 
valid for years, was carried during 
uuiss before the altar and received com- 
munion. Then he got up and knelt, 
a thing lie had not done in nine years. 
Many priests and hundreds of people 
were present, 

A man named Derwiti has been mur 
deretl and both arms and one leg brok- 
en. Derwin was assaulted by two men 
while on his way borne Saturday. He 
escaped ami lodged information at the 
local police station, and after his wounds 
had been dressed he started for home. 
Rofore starting, however, he expressed 
fear that he would again be attacked. 
His body was found in a ditch to day 
near Carrigo gunnel. Two men are ar- 
rested on suspicion. 

Paris. Nov. 20.— Sir Charles Dilke 
had an interview with Gambctta's min- 
ister of commerce yesterday. It is un- 
derstood ho found it impossible to fix 
the date for resumption of treaty nego- 
tiations though he Htill honed they 
would be resumed shortly.

— A severe gale in 
England, Scotland and tho southeast 
of Ireland last ovoniug unroofed houses 
and damaged shipping.

Sixteen houses were burned at Ayr, 
Scotland, and thirty families rendered 
homeless to-day. 

— Export of gold 
from Russia increasoa rapidly. 

Paris, Nov. 22. — Gainbetta's organ, 
Paris, publishes u sensational telegram 
from London stating that Bismarck's 
son, Herbert, has arrived in London 
on a secret mission. His errand, the 
telegram says, is to offer England the 
position of Egypt to the exclusion of 
Franco, anti to guarantee that no power 
having interests in the Mediterrnean 
will be permitted to go beyond diplo- 
matic means in resisting such annexa- 
tion. 

Paris, Nov. 21. — The court of the 
first instance to-day in the action of 
Barthlomy St. Hilaire, late minister of 
foreign atl'airs, and now representing 
tho foroign office, against Delphine i 
Rochefort, manager and editor, respect- 
ively, of Intrarungiexil, committed de- 
fendants for trial for alandoring Rou- 
ston, Frond) minister to Tunis, but de- 
cided that St, Hilaire is incompetent to 
prosecute on behalf of Chalelemel La- 
cour, who must prosecute the persons.

Bismarck, the chancellor's son, will be 
temporarily attached to the German 
embassy. 

— The rapid ad- 
vances of French troops toward" Moor- 
ish territory in pursuit of Ben Amoua 
and Si Hliman causes considerable con- 
cern in. Spain. 

London, Nov. 2-1. — Turkish officers 
and soldiers massacred a Christian fam- 



ily at Luca and carried off' 10 men, 
women and children and 200 pounds. 
Anarchy is throughout Macedonia. 

Cholera at Djeddah is decreasing.but 
has made its appearance at Yemba on 
the Red Sea, one hundred miles further 
north. 

.Much damage was done in Glasgow 
by tin gale to-day, chiranevs and roofs 
wrecked and two" persons killed. Var- 
ious casualties to shipping are reported. 

London, Nov. 2a. — A storm has 
raged since Tuesday with terrific vio- 
lancc. At Stornamy the sea broke 
over tin; beach and invaded the streets. 
Eight fishing boats have been des- 
troyed. The Ardigour hotel at Fort 
William was lloodeil by tiie sea ami 
three or tour feet of gravel left in the 
rooms. The pier is much damaged. 
At Black Pool the sea swept through 
the windows into many houses, and 
cabs were Mown over. The sen rushed 
down the streets, one thoroughfare be- 
ing under six feet, of water. In Ire 
land tin-, gnlo whs very severe. A t Port 
Adown root's nt houses were carried 
across several streets. At Sligo a 
schooner was blown ashore and a bridge 
partially destroyed. At Derryhead, 
CJueen's county, a man named Moran 
was killed by his house being blown 
down. Part of tho roof of the railway 
terminus at Limerick was carried away. 
Similar reports are received from 
Newry, Lurgan ami elsewhere. 

At Dublin the storm was the sever- 
est known for many years, and at 
Spiddal, county Gahvay, it was the 
worst experienced for half a century. 
Shipping on the coast suffered terribly. 
In addition to the loss of the ship 
Calzean and crew of twenty one, the 
T. Harris foundered and three seaman 
were drowned. The hark Bardora, 
from Rangoon for Liverpool, is totally 
wrecked in West Bay, Pembrokeshire; 
all hands saved, except the captain. A 
brigantine was about a mile and a 
quarter outside Androssa, battling with 
the gale, on Wednesday, but she found- 
ered and her crew, seven or eight in 
number, lost. Her majesty's ship 
Spiegel nut into Quoenstovvn greatly 
damaged. 

New York, Nov. 27. — The Tribune 
prints the following from London: 
Prince Leopold's betrothal to the Prin- 
cess Helena of Waldeck causes surprise, 
as there were whispers of his intention 
to marry in the British peerage, 'flic 
entourage of the court were aware that 
he had gone to the continent to select 
a bride, but the general public have re- 
garded his health as a bat to matri- 
mony. He suffers frequent attacks of 
hemorrhage from the pores through 
defects of the skin, weakening the 
whole lone of his system. His intel- 
lectual tastes, culture and sensibility 
make him popular. The public are 
glad to regard this step as a sign of re- 
turning health, und in his case all pre- 
fer he should marry a princess rather 
than a British subject. 

Lord Lome's case is bad enough on 
all state occasions, as the husbamd sits 
below the salt. If the prince married 
a commoner, her husband would be 
compelled to show publicly his wife's 
inferiority on all occasions of preced- 
ence. 

Oarsman Boyd accepted the chal- 
lenge of Hanlan to row a race over the 
Thames championship course for the 
Thames championship and a stake of 
from £350 to .t'1000 a side. 

London, Nov. 25. — The steamer 
Brooklyn at Liverpool from Montreal 
and Quebec, lost 581 sheep ami 17 
cattle. The cargo shifted. 

New York, Nov. 27. — A FleraUF'v 
London special says: At the next 
meeting of the grand lodge of English 
Free Masons on December 7th, the 
grand master, the Prince of Wales, 
will move that this grand lodge agree 
to a voto of condolence with the widow 
and family of the late brother, James 
Abram Garfield, president of the Unit- 
ed States of America, who tlied on the 
19th of September last from wounds 
received from tho hands of an assassin. 

Berlin, Nov. 25. — In the debate 
upon the budget in the reichstag to-day 
Secretary Scholze of the finance depart- 
ment reviewed the financial situation 
of the past fiscal year, the result of 
which, relatively speaking, is favorable 
to their being a surplus of about 15,- 
000,000 marks. In the new estimate 
calculations are based upon an expect- 
ed steady but moderate increase in 
yield from various taxes proposed. Tho 
augmentation of contributions of indi- 
vidual states towards expenditures of 
the empire are mainly due to an in- 
crease of 8,000,000 marks in the esti- 
mated expenditure for tho imperial 
army. 

Richter, in a long speech, attacked 
the whole economical policy of Bismarck 
as viewed by the light of Emperor Wil- 
liam's speech at opening of session. 
Richter launched out upon a general 
discussion of the imperial message, 
sparing neither the real nor nominal 
author. He stormed at the inappro- 
priateness of its purposes and denounc- 
ed its audacity in renewing economic 
schemes. Richter essayed to show 
their want of reason, and to cover them 
with ridicule. The imperial message, 
he said, denied that utterance to 
thoughts of a reactionary nature un- 
derlay Bismarck's plans, yet reaction 
was written upon their very foreheads. 
Wlule ready to recognize Bismarck's 
immortal merits, the German people 
now claim to be of age, and have a 
voice in the settlement of their desti- 
nies. 

When Richter had concluded this 
speech, members who had given notice 
of their intention to participate in the 
debate having renounced their inten- 
tion or left the chamber because of the 
lateness of the hour, the president de- 
clared the debate on first readingclosed, 
and the houso adjourned till Monday. 
Tlio opposition, claim to have achieved 
a triumph in to-day's debate, ami they 
maintain that Richter's destructive 
criticism of the social and fiscal policies 
of government produced an offect so 
powerful that none of the government's 
representatives wore for tho moment 
prepared to, reply, thus making neees 



sary the sudden close ol the debate. 
Such an occurrence is said to be un- 
parallcd in the parliamentary records 
of Germany or Prussia. 

Berlin, Nov. 25. — Several news- 
papers here state that at the parlia- 
mentary dinner yesterday Bismarck 
observed he apprehended no conflict 
with the roichstag during its present 
session, and did not coutemplate its 
dissolution. The bills announced in 
imperial message, he said, would not be 
dealt with all at once. Coiioid.'trabl.e 
time is required to dispose of the 
items. 

The reichstag passed a resolution for 
suspension of criminal proceedings 
against socialist members Kraeckerand 
Hazcnclever during the present ses- 
sion. 

Paris, Nov. 25. — A book has beon 
published entitled, "Tho Realization of 
Kings, by One of Them." The king of 
Bavaria is credited with the author- 
ship of tin; book. It is very severe on 
Bismarck, and it denounces tho war of 
1S70 as immoral and iniquitous, and 
describing Bismarck as incurably inimi 
cal to the king and people. 

Dublin, Nov. 25.— Tho land com- 
missioners have issued a notice calling 
attention to the powers they possess to 
hear applications from laborers seeking 
to compel farmers to provide better 
dwellings. 

A farmer named Sullivan returning 
from Skibberreen was fatally beaten 
and the corpse concealed to day. Five 
men were arrested. 

The corner's jury returned a verdict 
of wilful murder against sub-iiiBpectors 
O'Brien ami Bonehier, who commanded 
tho police on the occasion of the killing 
of Mansfield at Ballyraggat, county 
Kilkenny, tin; 9th of October. War- 
rants for apprehension are being is- 
sued. 

A large party of men armed and dis- 
guised raided a house in Dublin county 
for arms recently. Thirteen were ar- 
rested, several of whom have been com 
mitted for trial. 

The principal Irish judges strongly 
deprecate a suspension of trial by 
jury. 

The cabinet will probably meet the 
first week in December. The date of 
reassembling of parliament will then be 
arranged, probably for the 2d of Jan. or 
9th of February. 

Five arrests under coercion act to- 
day. 

A Protestant church in a rural 
district of county Cork has been 
wrecked. 

London', Nov. 25.^ — The pistol sup- 
posed to have been used by Lefroy in 
the attack on Mr. Gold has been found 
on the Brighton railway line. The 
fact that no such weapon had been dis- 
covered was one of the points of de- 
fense during the recent trial. 

The iron ship Calcian while being 
towed to the Clyde from Dundeo was 
wrecked and 17 persons drowned. 

In consequence of an anonymus let- 
ter alleging that an attempt was to be 
made to blow up Guild Hall, an extra 
force of police guarded the building last 
night. 

In consequence of the increased pres- 
sure in business of the land court of 
Ireland, the government intend to ap- 
point additional sub-commissioners, 

Dublin, Natal, Nov. 2G.— Tho legis- 
lative council unanimously passed a 
vote expressing dissatisfaction with the 
appointment of W. J. Andall lieuten- 
ant governor of Xatal, and expressing 
a willingness to vote an increased sal- 
ary to secure the services of an experi- 
enced official. 

Vienna, Nov. 25. — On account of 
brigandage in Krivoschio an infantry 
division of the Vienna garrison is ord- 
ered to get ready to march with dis- 
patch to Bocca Di Cattaro. 

Krivoechians took an oath Sunday 
in church to resist Australian military 
law.

Lord Hartington, secretary of stato 
for India, addrossing his constituents 
at Blackburn to-night, defended the 
conduct of the liberal government in 
securing fulfillment of the Berlin trea- 
ty. Turkey, he said, must faithfully 
observe the stipulations of the Berlin 
treaty, which are the conditions of her 
continued existence. The whole of 
Europe would see that these stipula- 
tions are enforced. Referring to the 
Irish question, Hartington said it was 
one of the utmost anxiety and calcu- 
lated to inspire the greatest disappoint- 
ment and dissatisfaction both as re- 
gards the rights of property and pre- 
servation of order. Despite severe 
coercive measures outrages are still 
rife, and it is impossible to eierciso 
the rights of property oxcept at great 
personal risk. The cases hitherto de- 
cided by the land commission were pre- 
cisely those contemplated by the land 
act, but the decisions were subject to 
revision, and whon ordinary Irish suits 
came before the court a general reduc- 
tion of rents would probably not be 
continued. Compensation to landlords 
would have to be considered by parlia 
moid. In concluding, Hartington said 
the government would continue to act 
with unswerving firmness and inex- 
haustible patience. 

The radical press is preparing for its 
usual attack on the parliamentary 
grant in Ireland, which is still the 
bitterest element in the ministerial 
programme. Increase! outrages dur- 
ing the past fortnight have led the 
7'imrs and other journals to demand 
further measures of repression. It is 
considered that this was foreshadowed 
in Lord Monk's and Lord Cowper's re- 
cent speeches. It is true that the de- 
cisions of the land court have not been 
immediately followed by a calm, but 
none of tho outrages seem to be the 
result organized action. The land 
league is absolutely dead, but its teach- 
ings linger and bear intermittent fruit 
as the result of individual actiona Tho 
"No rent" manifesto encouraged some 
outbursts of vindictiveness, but the 
land court is so free of access, and its 



decisions arc so rapidly given, and so 
completely favorab'e to the tenant that 
the result must be pacific. Months 
may be required to eradicate three 
years of lawlessness, when the govern- 
ment was more ready to adopt the ad- 
vice of impatient friends. Private re- 
ports show that rent is more freely- 
paid and a significant case has occur- 
red in the Pollard Uiquhart estate. 
Thirty laborers were dismissed because 
Urquhart got no rents. The laborers 
thereupon compelled the farmers to pay- 
up. Ministers will take no further 
repressive steps till they see the effect 
of winter, but if it should be necessary 
they will not hesitate. The cabinet is 
determined at all costs to maintain-law 
and give a chance to the land court. 
A remarkable article appears in Mc 
Millan's Magazine, by Richard Pigott, 
who was for many years editor of the 
Irishman and Flat/ of Ireland. His 
approval of the land act vies with the 
terms in which Sir Charles Gavan 
Duffy referred to it. He regards it as 
an enormous boon, and deals at length 
with land league leaders. He exposes 
their objects and says the agitation is 
no longer needed and only continues 
because it pays. He denounces the 
"no rent" agitation as heartlessly male- 
volent, and warns Irishmen against the 
vile counsels of unscrupulous guides 
whose motives are greed of gain or lust 
of political power. 

The Duke of Cambridge still blus- 
ters at Sir Garnet Wolseley's appoint- 
ment and threatens to resign. The 
court urges him to remain at the post 
which may pass forever from a mem- 
ber of the royal family anil the Duko 
of Connauglit lino would be gone. All 
this is just a little farcical. Everybody 
who knows the duke is perfectly sure 
he lacks moral courage. Of his mar- 
tial courage wo know too much from 
his Crimean experience. Though care- 
ful of .soldiers the course of the duke is 
unpopular because he persistently ob- 
jects to various army refonns. His j 
favoritism, too, gives offence. Good j 
nature, rather than judgment, selected j 
Lord Chelmsford and Sir George Col- j 
ley for tho cape. The one is known as 
incapablo in the field while he had a I 
strong force, while the success of the 
other was predicted long before hn 
assailed Maguba Hill. 

Though Howell's defeat at Stafford 
was wholly owing to Irish defection, 
the assistance given by Irish on that 
occasion to conservative and Irish op- | 
position to Ash ton Dilke the other 
night, and the more recent conduct in : 
Marylebone are rapidly enlisting radi j 
cal sympathizers with Irish aspirations. 
O'Donnell, M. P., is carrying the poli- 
cy of aspiration so far as to advocate a j 
tory Irish alliance and compensation of 
landlords. How the Salisbury and | 
Lowther schools will approve tho de- 
claration of their new prophet when he 
declared that the conservative policy in j 
relation to agrarian reform is practical- j 
ly identical with the platform of Davitt 
and Parnell is not for me to say. It is 
not unlikely that the Irish or the tor- 
ies, if they remember Lord Aberdeen's 
declarations, will both have to repu- 
diate O'Donnell. The latter is evi- 
dently negotiating for an allianco to 
construct a Gladstone reform of parlia- 
ment procedure. Tt is gratifying to 
ministers that a tory like the new dele- 
gate, respected for his long experience 
in parliament, has declared in favor of 
the government project and denounced 
the proposed resistance. Tho govern- 
ment proposals will be submitted to Sir 
Stafford Northcote after Christmas. 

Trevelyn, M. P., is so much better 
that he expecti to resume business to- 
day. 

Cork, Nov. 25. — In the municipal 
election to-day the land league candi- 
date was defeated in four of six con- 
tested wards. The liberals gained one 
seat. 

BiiitLiN, Nov. 2G. — The admiralty is 
arranging plans by which German 
transatlantic steamers could be trans- 
formed into cruisers in case of necessi 
ty. 

Paris, Nov. 26. — Prince Murat was 
badly wounded in a duel with Baron 
Vaunax, whom he challenged for an 
article published in 'Triboulet.' 

Newspapers here publish a telegram 
from Scutari stating that hostilities 
have commenced between Austrians 
and Krivoscians who refuse to enter 
the Austrian military service. The 
Krivoscians have taken three small 
forts, making prisoners of the garri- 
sons. 

Vienna, Nov. 26. — It is expected in 
political circles that Count Kalnioy 
will, before his departure from St. 
Petersburg, arrange a meeting between 
the Emperor Francis Joseph and the 
czar. 

Gambetta in order to increase his 
influence in south France, will publish 
in Marseilles through friends, in Janu- 
ary next, an important evening paper 
entitled 'Lemiravean.' 

TUNIS. 

Ti.'S'is, Nov. 25. — The grand vizier, 
in the name of the sultan of Turkey, 
has written to the bey requiring the 
Tunis govornment to pay a large sum 
to the Moslem refugees in Constanti- 
nople from Sfax for losses by the bom- 
bardniont of that place by the French. 
The bey is much perturbed, and for- 
warded a communication on the subject 
to the French minister. 

London, Nov. 25. — Tunisian troops 
encamped at Znghouan have returned 
to Tunis. Most of them will be dis- 
banded. 

Tunis, Nov. 20. — A French bishop 
will lay the corner-stone of the cathe- 
dral here to-morrow. 

The French entirely destroyed the 
village of Menzel, near CJobes. 

Arabs have plundered an Italian 
bank and some large Esparto grass 
stoves belonging to English merchants. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Chicago, Nov. 25. — So far from Mrs. 
Abraham Lincoln being short of funds, 
as alleged in recent New Y'ork dis- 
patches, her friends in Springfield say 
she has an income of !?S0OO — arising 



from her pension of §3000 government 
bonds which have recently been called 
in thus reducing that source of revenue 
somewhat and from other private 
sources. Since she came back from 
Europe a year and a half ago she has 
saved §5000 from her income. 

Samuel Hoard, one of the picneer 
settlers of Chicago died last night. He 
was postmaster in Chicago during Lin- 
coln's administration. 

Dr. Samuel G. Armor, dean of the 
faculty of Long Island college hospital, 
at Brooklyn, says of Guiteau: If such 
are pronounced irresponsible for their 
deliberately -planned purposes of mur- 
der, society lias no longer any safe- 
guard against the worst elements of its 
population. Compared with such char- 
acters insane people are comparatively 
harmless, for they are usually confined. 

Nkwark, N. J., Nov. 25. — Mary E. 
Conloy has brought suit against the 
directors of the Mechanics' Bank for 
§22,000 damages, resulting from loss 
of her stock and assessment for full 
value. 

Chicauo, Nov. 27. — -A Times Wash- 
ington special says: A distinguished 
medical expert not officially connected 
with the Guiteau trial, was in the court 
room to-dav. He closely studied the 
prisoner and says he clearly shows 
symptoms of softening of the brain. 
The expert would not be surprised to 
see him break down entirely and give 
way mentally before the trial is over. 
The intense excitement of the trial is 
hastening this culmination. 

Boston, Nov. 20. — Several addition- 
al experts on the subject of insanity for 
the defense in the Guiteau trial, leave 
for Washington to-night. 

Concord, (N. H.) Nov. 2G. — The 
superintendent of the New Hampshire 
asylum for the insane has been sum- 
moned in tho Guiteau trial. 

Aberdeen, Miss., Nov. 28. — Last 
Saturday four men with a wagon, pass- 
ed through here, stating that they were 
from near the Alabama line and were 
going to Arkansas. They camped three 
miles west of here. On Sunday even- 
ing persons nassing found them lying on 
matresses covered with quiltseach with 
his head split open as though with an 
axe. No evidences of robberv were vis- 
ible. 

New York, Nov. 21.— The new tele- 
graph enterprise, known as the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company, promises 
to be of vast importance to the press 
and public of all sections of the country. 
James Gamble, the general manager of 
the concern says that it will be run 
purely as a commercial enterprise, 
K eerie is a bondholder, but will take 
no active part in the direction of af- 
fairs. Unlike most telegraph com- 
panies that have started heretofore the 
Mutual Co. does not propose to ham- 
per itself with a press association of its 
own, to compete with the associated 
press or the newspapers. It is stated 
by its manager that no efforts will be 
made to gather and supply news to 
private individuals and to the press. 
They will, however, transmit the news 
of press associations or individual news- 
papers at low rates — lower than is 
done by the Western Union company — 
and it is expected that by this arrange- 
ment a large share of the special ser- 
vice of newspapers will find its way 
to the new company. 

Chicago, Nov. 25. — A terrible tra- 
gedy is reported from Waterloo, Iowa. 
A widow named Miller, at Union 
township killed two of her children 
aged threo months and two years. The 
tragedy was discovered accidentally 
Saturday by Mra Miller's brother, who 
found her in bed with one dead child 
on each arm. She has been insane since 
her husband died two weeks ago. 

Omaha, Nov. 28.— Martha Keaney, 
was arrested at Malvern, Iowa, on Sat- 
urday on the charge of arson, in being 
one of the three persons who set fire 
to Jas. E. Boyd's packing house two 
yoars ago, causing the loss of about 
§225,000. Boyd always suspected that 
the buildings were fired. Kearney 
continued to work for him in his new 
packing houso, but he never was sus- 
pected until within a few weeks; whon 
he went to Malvern a few days ago he 
had a quarrel with his brother-in-law, 
Whiting and wife, who now state that 
Kearney has told them he was one of 
three men hired to fire Boyd's packing 
house. Tho other two are to be arrest- 
ed. 

Chicauo, Nov. 28. — Tho Tribune's 
editorial reads: "One of the first duties 
of congress will be to abolish the Haw- 
aiian reciprocity treaty which has sim- 
ply beon the means of enriching a few 
planters in the Sandwich Islands and a 
sugar-pool in San Francisco and has 
cost the government a million a year in 
revenues." 

SOUTH AMERICA. 

Washington, Nov. 23. — Tin' Peru- 
vian minister has received cable ad- 
vices informing him that President 
Calderon and Senor Galvaui, minister 
of foreign affairs, had been arrested on 
or about the 9th inst. by tho Chilians 
and taken to Santiago. He was also 
informed that Gen. Hurlburt would 
probably recognize Vice President Mon- 
totoy as the constitutional successor of 
Calderon. 

A Commercial's Washington Bp<;cial 
says: A high official who knows 
whereof he speaks says the United 
States government will enter a remon- 
strance against the policy pursued by 
Chili towards Peru, and intimate in 
the strongest terms that this govern- 
ment cannot look on quietly and see 
the Peruvian government divested of 
all its power as a nation, and that the 
time has come for Chili to change its 
policy of humiliating Peru and forcing 
her to a position from which she cannot 
recover. It is believed that tho opin- 
ion will also be expressed that our gov- 
ernment regards the terms exacted of 
Peru as both oppressive and unjust, 
and confidently expects some modera- 
tion in the policy now pursued by Chili 
toward her conquered foe. 

CANADA. 
HalifaXj Nev. 28.— The Bank of

— A fire 
to-day destroyed St. Mary's Episcopal 
church and Sunday-school on Waterloo 
street; also, Mrs.- Spencer's dwelling. 

The thermometer stood GO . degrees 
below zero at Grand Falls,, New Brims 
wick, this morning. 

Clayton, N. Y., Nov. 21. — Frank 
Cuppernul, keeper of tho Hull House, 
wife and two small children, ami Chaa. 
Wilson, keeper of the Cliff House, and 
wife and two children,, were drowned 
in Eel bay Saturday mornings \vhile 
going to Gananoque in a small boat. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Nov. 28.— The Bulletin 
this evening contains tho following : It 
being still rumored that a controlling in- 
terest in tho Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany had been sold by Goodall, Perkins 
it Co., agents of tho Company, to Henry 
Villard, W. T. Babcock, ono of tho dir 
octors, waa interviewed on the subject 
In roply to tho question : 

"Havo Goodall, Perkins <fc Co. been 
agents of the Pacific Co.ast Steamship 
Company since its organization I" 

"They have." 

"It is true that they have sold a con- 
trolling interest in the stock of that Com 
pany to Henry Villard?" 

"Is it. Tho Board of Directors wore in 
total ignorance of the fact until last Wed- 
nesday morning; when they were told 
that a controlling interest in the stock of 
the Company had boon sold to Villard & 
Co. The Board were also informed that 
tho stock hold by each of the directors 
would be taken at 337.50 per share, less 
commission paid to Goodall, Perkim & 
Co. 

"Do you think it wa-s right to take 
Buch action without consulting the direc- 
tors?" 

"I do not." 

"Who are the directors?" 

"Ohaa. Goodall, Gov. Perkins, Edwin 
Goodall, T. S. Wenaingor, John liosen- 
fled, Peter Donahoe and mysolf." 

"Aro tho directors satisfied with the 
action of Goodall, Perkins it Co.?" 

"I am not." 

"Havo you disposed of your stuck in 
the company?" 
"I have." 

"What was the total number of shares 
presented in the capital stock?" 

"Twenty thousand; of which Goodall, 
Perkins & Co. have between thorn 9200." 

Dononoo, another director called on, 
replied: 

"I confirm everything Mr. Babcock has 
said. It is perfoctly correct in all par- 
ticulars. Neither he, Rosenfled nor my- 
self had any knowledge of the sale until 
tho morning indicated, .-last Wednes- 
day." 

"Can you assign any reason why they 
ahould have considered it necessary to 
adopt such a course?" 

"I cannot. Wo wore all friends. They 
say they have tho right to dispose of their 
stock as they think proper. Tho sale in- 
cludes everything of tho company, not ex- 
cepting tho San Luis, Obispo it Santa 
Maria Railroad, and including oven the 
now steamship now being built for the 
company in tho east, and on which the 
sum of 8250,000 has been paid. The 
capital stock of tho company is 82,000,- 
000. 

Do you know what Goodall, Perkins & 
Co. got for their stock?" 

"I do not. It lias boon a private deal 
with Villard." 

"Do you propose to sell your Btock 
also]" 

"What also can I do? We have got to 
take what wo can get. Thoy atato just 
how much wo nro to have, and wo have 
either got to take that or go into a great 
northern pool." 

"You say membora of tho board have 
alwayB beon on the mo.it friendly terms 
with each other?" 

"Always. It was moro like a private 
company, We never had any trouble or 
squabbliug, and why they should have 
acted in the way they have ia more than I 
can understand." 

Coli'ax, Nov. 28.— Fiftoon freight cars 
wero badly wrecked juat above Cape Horn 
to-day. Ten cars, loadod with cattle and 
merchandise, went ovor an embankment, 
while tho other five were piled up on the 
track. A few cattlo wore on tho train. 
Men all cscapod. 

San Francisco, Nov. 25.— Arrived, atr. 
Zealandia from Sydney, via Auckland, 
bringing British mails bearing the follow- 
ing date: 

Wellington, Nov. 0. — Rolloaton, ana- 
native ministor, interviewed Tewhiti on 
tho 12th of October. Tho result 
was unsatisfactory. Tho acting governor 
iasuod a proclamation on tho 19th, warn- 
ing natives that they must accopt the 
torms offerod within a fortnight or forfeit 
tho land awarded to them by tho Royal 
Crown. Tho constabulary ia largely in- 
creased. The profferod services of several 
companies of volunteers have been accept- 
ed. A large force is collected in the dis- 
turbed district a3 a preparation for pos- 
sible hostilities. In accordance with pre- 
vious announcement a native ''ministor 
forco of 1800 proceeded to Pacihaka to- 
day and domanded Towhiti's answer to 
tho proclamation. No reply -being forth- 
coming, tho riot act was read. An hour 
later a native mooting houso which waa 
donsoly crowded, was surrounded. Tew- 
hiti Sohn, chief follower of Hiroko, tho 
alleged murderer of Europeans in 1879, 
addressed the meeting without resistance 
or objection.
